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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

2. Claims 2 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Takeya 
et al. (JP 60128201 which is equivalent to JP 63-24041, cited by the applicant). 

Takeya discloses a sliding component comprising a sintered part formed from 
molded iron-based matrix powder and copper-based material powder wherein the copper- 
based material powder contains foil-shaped particle of copper alloy and wherein the 
sintered part has the foil-shaped particles existing on the surface layer, page 7, lines 13 to 
page 11, lines 23. The foil shape is taught to have ratio of the diameter (2a) and the 
thickness about 20-50-1, page 9, lines 2-4. Note that this ratio is the same as aspect ratio. 
The copper-based foil-shape powder particle would have larger aspect ratio than iron-based 
material powder particle since the aspect ration of spherical iron-based material powder is 
1. 

3. Claims 1, 3-7, 9-17 are patentable over Takeya in that Takeya taught the foil-shaped 
copper based powder has diameter (2a) less than the radius (r) of the iron-based material 
powder, which means that the average value of maximum projected areas of the flat powder 
particle is smaller than that of the iron-based material powder. Takeya taught that the 
coating effect of the surface based on such a property (i.e., antirust and corrosion 
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resistance) is maximum when 2a = r, followed by 2a « r and the property is little shown 
when 2a»r which is the same as the case where normal powder is added, page 11, lines 14- 
23.
